“As to Jamaica, I must be brief, but I will put 
mulium inparvo.

_ The results of emancipation are seen in the 
improved state of religion, morality, behavior, ed- 
ueation, appearance and health of the negroes. 
The population is increasing fast, children grow- 
ing up where formerly they perished. The la- 
borers are settling fast, but not squatting. With- 
in acircle of 3 miles from this place as a centre, 
one surveyor has run off 600 lots within three 
— e calenders of crime are lighter and 

ghter every court. However, I fear the parents 
do not sufficiently value education, for they do 
not like paying for their children’s schooling. 
This arises from another bad thing: viz. an in- 
creased amount of covetousness. This arises, 
of course, from acquiring morte, and having to 
spend more.: The young people are self-willed, 
but many coming to the Gospel. 

The results ag to estates. Many thtown up or 
— or to be sold, throughout the Island. 
I do not p generally. This is said to arise from 
freedom. Isay not legitimately. Itisthe fault 
of absent proprietors. Some estates are shame- 
fully managed, others arein chancery, others in 
the reckless hands of creditors working eut debts, 
others never did and never could pay, others ruin- 
ned for the wantof capital. Proprietors fearin 
the equalization of sugar duties, will not a 
vance money. Whenever the laborers are prop- 
erly treated, they work well. Upon the whole I 
think it will be found that the average of ex- 
ports of the five years of freedom is as ag 
of any other five years; better, taking into ac- 
count the bad seasons, worse management, and 
neglect of proprietors. If Jemaicn makes no 
more sugar, the blame lies not upon the laborers 
or upon emancipation. 

The white population is vastly improved.— 
This every one acknowledges. Marriage is 
more honorable, and viceversa. Religion is more 
venerated; still there is much opensin among 
the “respectable gentlemen.” It is nothing for 
a chief magistrate to live in a state of concubin- 
age. Insolvency has been, and is rampant, ow- 
ing to @ most notorious evil law passed some two 
years ago by the Honorable House of, As- 
sembly, by whom every evil work is perpetrated. 
Trade, consequently to this and other things has 
been very bad—money scarce---taxes enormous. 
About 25 per cent. upon the produce of estates. 
As aspecimen, capitation tax for road 4s, horse 
10s., mule do, lend about 2s, per acre, wheels 
42s. per pair, dogs 8s. each, &c. 

Emigration has completely failed. ‘The Euro- 
pean scheme awfully failed. Only about 3500 
were imported in two years, which cost the coun- 
try upwards of £50,000; and I believe not 500 
are left alive in this Island. A few returned. 

The Africans will not come readily. One ship 
pea, i only 8.

American Civiixation, are guilty of éne of two 
to palm off upon the world the idea, either that 
there is in our Institutions no element of Despot- 
ism, or-that, there being such an element, it is not 
to be regarded as a vicein our society, because 
the subjects of its action are not haman beings. 
In either case, we arraign them as offenders a- 
gainst Truth, and foes to Human Rights, 

The writér upon whose opinions we animed- 
verted, day before yesterday, is a fair specimen 
of this clase. Let ua recapitulate his assertions: 
L. The government of the United States was 
intended to be “felt equally by all persons in 
all: conditions.” Its “effect” has been “to con- 
fer no evil,” but co operate for good, like the 
rain, “equally upon “the just and the unjust, 
aiding and rendering vigorous the spontaneous 
and healthy fruits of a society, unrestricted by 
the forms and fetters of the exclusive castes of 
Europe.” 

2, The general condition of the Laborer in this 
country is better than in any other—he can pur- 
sue his happiness in more ways, and with more 
hopes of success than in any other nation. 

We shall briefly expose the want of truth in 
every one of these assertions. 

I. As to the intention of the government :— 
there are three grave exceptions to the correct- 
ness of the essumption, thet the government of 
the United States was inended to bo “felt equally 
by ali persons in aid conditions.” 


+: The Constitution confers a special privilege 


upon the slaveholding class—the privilege of a 
property-representation, which it denies to all oth- 
ers. In this respect, it is grossly anti-Demoerat- 
ic and oppressive. 
2. The Constitution makes provision for the re- 
eapture of any one of a large elese of laborers 
who may attempt, peacefully, to regain his liber- 
ty and pureue his happiness.

The federal Constitution never intended any 
of ite guerantees of personal right to apply di- 
rectly to the case of a lerge portion of men, wo- 
men aad children in this country, denominated 
‘dlaves. In this respect, it has proved false to the 
Democratie principle, and was not intended to 
act equally upon all persons in all conditions. 
These are notorious facts, and demonstrate the 
utter falsity of the assertion under consideration. 
Bat, exelaims an objectro—“I thought you 
contended that the federal Constitution waa an 
anti-slavery instrument.” So itis in its prinet- 
ples, but notin ite exceptions. “But, have you 
not insisted, that it was the expectation of the 
framers of the Constitution, that Slavery would 
cease, and that the working of that instrument 
would facilitate this result? Yes-—indércetly? We 
have insisted that, the principles of the Constitu- 
‘tion, and its general prowsione,in theit practic al op- 
‘eration, Were expected by a large portion of those 
who constructed it, to produce such results ulti- 
mately, as would render unnecessary the appli- 
cationof the exceptional clauses to which we 
havealludad. But, this position dose not mili- 
tate againet the doctrine that these clauses were 
adopted, with a full understanding of their anti- 
dem oeratie and despotic eheracter.

On this 
Pomt, as on many others, the Americans have 
flattered. themselves to their hurt. So much is 
seid of our galléntry, and our refined attention to 
Woman, 'W6 até apt to imagine that, whether her 
station 1 society or her rélations to our laws, be 
considered, there is nothing wanted. 

We are not about to pen an élaborate argu- 
ment on this subject: but, we protest against this 
general sentiment, as a delusion, 

That we are # very gallant people, may be ad- 
mitted, but we deny that woman is treated with 
that consideration and respect, she desorves. 
The radical error of this nation, and of this age 
is, that woman is regarded as an inferior, a piece 
of workmanship, lovely it is true, but weak and 
altogether dependent.. Our modes of education, 
and the manner in which she is generally treated 
by the lover, and the husband, are in harmony 
with this idea. Hence, she is taught to sing a 
little, and painta little, and dance a little; and 
just enough of history, grammar, and geography 
is communicated to her, to keep up the pretence 
of education. No efficient system of developing 
and training the higher faculties of her mind is 
steadily pursued: and at fifteen or sixteen she 
leaves a school of superficial ideas, fora society, 
without any ideas, where she becomes the sub- 
ject of brainless gallantry, until she marrics a 
husband, who, when the fervors of first love have 
cooled off, regards her simply as the mother of his 
children. 


Is this the treatment the women of this repub- 
lic deserve at our hands? Is this to be taken as 
an indication of our high estimate of their char- 
acter and station ? 

The true idea is, that woman was made to be 
& help meet for man—a co-worker with him, 
giving aa well es receiving, blessing and being 
blessed, at once a dependent and a support. 

Her education should be conformed to this idea. 
Her reasoning powers, her judgment, those 
faculties which qualify for action, should be as 
much cultivated in the girl, as in the boy. The 
idea that she acts by instinct, and not by reason, 
should be forever exploded. The information 
communicated should be as substantial in one 
case,asin the other. She too should be thrown 
upon her own resources, and educated to rely up- 
on herself: and her entrance into society should 
be postponed, till the basis of asolid education 
has been laid.

. REPORT 
Of the Business Committee of the Colored 

People’s State Convention, held at Colum- 

bus, Ohio, August, 1843. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE ConvENTION: Your 
committee, as faras time would permit and 
ability allow them, have looked over the ma- 
ny deprivations of the colored people of this 
state, and duly considered the various ways 
in which the blessings secured to them by 
the Constitution are wrested from them, and 
by those too from whom we ought to expect 
better things; especially since they confess 
that the ties of common brotherhood bind the 
people of different colors. of this free and 
independent state equally close to the infinite 
heart of their Almighty Parent, which bonds 
all acknowledge. He intends it should bind 
the hearts of the intelligent and good with 
ligaments inseparable of every color and 
grade;—who are free from that prejudice 
which is so disgraceful] to humanity, so re- 
pulsive to justice, and so debasing to the im- 
mortal. soul. 

From the light of the age in which we 
live, and the frequent demonstrations which 
God has given of the absurdity of the old 
theory ‘‘that the colored people are not pre- 
pared for equal privileges with us,” your 
committee are of the opinion that the intel- 
ligent and good people of Ohio, and especial- 
ly her law makers and rulers are disposed 
not only from love to God and crushed hu- 





manity, but also from the immortal love of 


justice planted in the bosom of all, and for 
the honor which they have for their country 
and state, to give to their brethren those 
rights of which they have been so long and 
unjustly deprived at the first suggestion, 
which suggestion, they feel almost ashamed 
to make to their brethren who profess tu be 
so intelligent and humane; and indeed they 
would not make it, were not their burdens 
heavier than their intelligence will permit 
them to bear. Such being the considera- 
tions and opinion of your committee, as it 
respects the unjust enactments of Ohio, and 
the feelings of their white brethren, they 
have unanimously agreed in presenting to 
your body the following resolutions for your 
consideration. 

1. Whereas, we duly appreciate the labors 
of our friends in our behalf, knowing that 
their principles are correct; and believing 
that they are sincere in the avowal of them, 
are still more convinced, that without ener. 
getic action on the part of any people, no 
positive good will result to that people:

It must comprehend within itself, 
and within the country which adjoins it, the ele- 
mentsof real wealth. St. Louis, from the im- 
possibility of founding a city fon the opposite 
side of the river, will necessarily absorb the pas- 
sing trade of the Mississippi. But its growth 
will be slower than that of Cincinnati, owing to 
the want of a dense neighboring population — 
Were this city cut off from its foreign commerce, 
it would lose only one source, and that not the 
greatest, of its prosperity. The density of the 
neighboring population, with energies kept in 
full play by the Free Labor system, working up- 
on a soil of vast agricultural wealth, and avail- 
ing themselves of great manufacturing facilities, 
would still result im-a continual accumulatation 
of capital, and manufacturing enterprise in the 
city, and drive it onward with unabated speed. 
But, shut off St. Louis from its foreign commerce, 
and you check its growth. 

Let Missouri abolish a system, which is seal- 
ing up the fountains of her prosperity, and St. 
Louis will yet become, what its citizens fondly 
anticipate, the Emporium of the West. 





Anti-Slavery Convention.
